The safeguard lay in the fact that the 
Council's decision must be unanimous. 
The Council itself must decide the 
amount of the loan. The obligations of 
the signatories were purely contingent 
on default by the borrowing Govern- 
- ment and, in the case of special guaran- 
tors, on default of the ordinary guar- 
antors also. : 
Viscount Cecil. said that the adoption 
of the convention; -ipso  fuctoe, | 
would operate as a provisional © 
reduction of armaments throughout the 
world, and would be a great positive 
step towards ‘security. 

Count’ Bernstorff (Germany) wei- 
comed the draft of the Converttion. It 
was financially - satisfactory, but not 
politically. He said it would he difficult 
to define an aggressor. They ought to 
find anotker solutfon.—Reuter. 

[On September 6 Mr. A. Henderson, 
British Secretary of State for Foreign

The annual general smeeting of the 
British Chamber of Commerce for 
the. Netherlands East Indies -was 
held in mail week in” the Council 


Room of the Rubber Growers’ Asso-. 


ciation, 2-4, *Idol Lane, * EC. 

The Chamber in assisting in -a 
practical way. the development af 
trade relations with the Netherlands 

st Indies,does not limit its acti- 

s to the. more ordinary functions 
of auch organisations. It is conduec:- 
ed by practical business mien who 
have sLludied Netherlands East Indies 
markets in order to assist im a use- 
ful manner the marketing there of 

British Empire goods, always’ keep- 
ing in mind -that. the. Netherlands 
East Indies inerchants, with whom 
the Chamber is.in close touch, form 
the necessary link between the. fac- 
tery and the ultimate consumer. 

The meeting, which was presided 
gver by Major. the Hon. .L. H. Cripps, 

(chairman of the Council), 
largely attended. among those 
present being His Excellency the 

Netherlands Minister. Mr. FOB. 
aJucob (Netherlands Commercial At- 
tache} and Sir Arthur Henderson 
Young, 

Increase of Trade 

The chairman. in reviewing the 
trade of the N-E.L, said that dur- 
ing 1928 it showed a eontinuation of 
the inereuse which 
on since .the War period, but was 
chiefly marked by a reduction in the 
price obtained per unit for exports. 
The total value of these was the low- 
est since 1924, while the surplus of 
exports over imports was the lowest 
since 1922. The import trade was 
1,025 million florins, and the exports 
trade 1,580 million florins approxim- 
ately. 

After dealing with details of the 
imports trade, Major Cripps gave the 
results of the investigations _ which 
had béen made into the reasons for 
Great Britain's loss of trade in the 
N.EJI, It was clear. he said, that 
where the manufacturers~ in - Britain 
were highly organised we had: main- 
tained and in some cases increased 
our trade, the- reason -being that 
these manufacturers had been able 
tc supply their clients . with what 
their clients wanted. | There were two 
distinct. markets in‘ the N.E.I.—the 
European and the native. The native 
market was the most diffieult; as a 
yule the native cared very ‘little 
about quality. what he wanted was 
something very cheap, so long as it 
would serve his purpose. To sell 
goods to the N.E.I. native one had 
first to find out the pricé the native 
was prepared to pay, and unless the 
article could be produced at about 
that figure it was waste of money 
te compete. 

The European rarely knew just 
what he wanted except in elothes, 
food and drink. He was not interest- 
ed in catalogues; he wanted an ex- 
pert to come and show him how his 
needs could be met, and then that 
man would obtain the order for 
supplying the plant’ or material. A 


feature of our methods of sale, still,. 


was the number of manufacturers 
who sold to merchants in London 
and Amsterdam. Such manufacturers 
were formerly almost the. snly 
source of supply to the merchants, 
but nowadays there were several 
avenues for obtaining articles in de- 
mand, “and the manufacturer who, 
through fear of-disturbing the mer- 
chant, was afraid to send his expert 
to the country to which he was try- 
ing to sell in order to find ont ex- 
actly what was wanted had little 
chance against the more intelligent 
manufacturer “who arranged ‘to get 
first-hand information. 
Services of the Chamber 

The Chamber could advise its mem- 
bers in the more common articles 
of native consumption and as to the 
price they could obtain for their cam- 
modities, and it could notify the Bri- 
tish manufacturer where a demand 
‘existed; but the British mannfactur- 
er in these days of complicated 
machinery and variety of sizes. must 
attach to his agents in the NEL 
the expert who could set out in de- 
tail the requirements of a prospec- 
tive client, and it was through 
neglect of this that we had lost so 
much ground in those important 
tnarkets. : 

In the short time he had heen in 
close touch with the Chamber, said 
Major Cripps, its activities had been 
constantly increasing in almost every 
direction, and he supposed that it

was in bad times that the need of 
such an organisation was mostly felt. 
He must say that he was surprised 
at the large volume of sales effect- 
ed-at the instance of the Chamber 
through the appropriate trade chan- 
nels. It was seldom ‘easy te show 
any definite achievement, but he felt 
that those banks, shipping,. insurance, 
and cable companies who had sup- 
ported them in the part would re- 
cognise the leading Part played by 
the Chamber in opposing successful- 
ly the- application made under. the 
Merchandise Marks Act that tea 
should-be marked : with its country 
of origin.

THE STREET CAR 


ELECTRICAL “TRANSPORT ATION 
FOR CITIES. 
DAILY PATRONS 

All, cities of. the- world with 
populations of more than a half mil- 
tian are confronted with the problem 
of transporting large nambers of 
workers daily frem one section of 
the city te another. This should be 
accomplished at a high rate ‘of 
speed and for an extremely low rate 
of fare. The-service must be fre- 
quent, reliable and safe. Por this 
iype of service, it has been demon- 
strated that modern powerful electric 
cars operating either in subways,’ on 
elevated tracks or private right-of- 
ways are the best in all large cities. 
But only modern subways and tram- 
ways have continued, regardless of 
the gains in automobile traffic in 
many cities, to provide the largest 
number of riders with’ daily trans- 
port service. No other vehicle has’ 
been designed which ean haul 39 
many people with equal safety, toler- 


able comfort and speed at as low af} 


rate of fare as the modern electric 
ear. In one large city’a new elec- 
trie rapid transit was inaugurated 
which resulled’ in a saving of one 
hour for cach of nearly one hundred 
thousand | daily patrons. This is a 
striking example of the efficiency and 
desirability of medern electric rapid 
transit . service, 
Schedule Speeds 

Qn another line 110 miles long 
trains of four cars of sixty tons 
each are operated ‘at scheduled speeds 
of torty-five miles an hour. This 
rate allows for time required -for 
stops. Schedule speeds are now con- 
‘templated on this line of fifty-two 
miles. an hour. This service enables 
many city workers to livé« in 
suburban towns or country homes 
and’ commute daily with minimum 
loss of time. But such service is at- 
tained only with modern equipment. 

Marked imprevements have been 
made in body design ‘of tram ears 
among which may be mentioned; low 
floors, broad aisles, comfortable cross 
seats amply spaced, convenient 
signals, . and improved lighting. 
The trucks on the cars have been im- 
proved to provide easier riding and 
quieter operation. Car weights have 
been reduced by the use, of improv- 
ed materials and désigns. Electrical 
equipment is used that furnishes 
higher speed operation, smoother and 
faster acceleration and less noise in 
operation than the existing equip- 
ment on older cars. 

For application to 
cars, Westinghouse engineers have 
developed the spring borne, high 
speed motor and double reduction 
type W-N drive. Extremely smooth 
and quiet operation is possible with 
this-new drive. The use of anti- 
friction bearings and‘ gears operat- 
ing in a bath of oil in a one piece 
gear case assures long life of these 
parts because of the maintenance of 
gear centres and the exelusion of 
dirt. The high speed motor and 
W-N drive have been applied in 
quadruple equipments to one man and 
two man, light double ‘truck tram 
ears. Cars recently placed in service 
equipped with this type of drive 
have operated 15,000 miles each with 
very satisfactory results. 

Greater Comfort 

For extremely heavy duty, electric 
railway tram cars with trailers are 
standard in some cities in the States. 
Multiple unit motor cars are used in 
other cities and ara efficient and 
flexible. But very recently a city 
with all-day demdnd sufficient for 
two car unit service placed. in opera- 
tion ‘a multiple unit, permanently 
coupled articulated cars, powered with 
six Westinghouse Type 340-P, fifty 
horsepower motors and Type HL 
control. The unit is fitted with de 
luxe seats and .aceommodates 104 
passengers comfortably. The very 
ample equipment permits a schedule 
speed of 10.2 M.P.H.-in frequent 
stop congested city service. The in- 
viting appearance, greater comfort 
and improved operating qualities of 
these cars attract many riders who 
otherwise would use some other type 
of coriveyance, 

The trackless trolley bus is in. suc- 
cessful operation in many cities. “It 
may. be operated to givé service on 
light traffic lines. where the invest- 
ment and expense of track and. -pave- 
ment would not warrant . electric 
tram car service. The same energy 
supply and distribution’ aystem may 
be used -with some* modifications for 
double trolley. Recently eleven elec- 
trie trolley.coaches of a’ greatly im- 
proved design have been placed in 
operation. - Each -bug is' powered with 
two - fifty “horsepower high . speed 
Westinghouse Type .1426 motors for 
operation - on, 600 volt power. The 
control is. “arranged for foot opera- 
tion with “ dynamic and air. brakes. 
The chassis. are of: the six wheel ar- 
Tangement with. body designed for 
one’ man operation, front entrance 
and centre treadle. door exit. ‘There 
is. comfortable seating ‘capacity for 
forty-three passengers.. The opera- 
| ae is so. pleasing to passengers that 
patronage on the -line has increased 
twenty-five. per cent, -

NITRATE OF SODA. 


VALUABLE DEPOSITS FOUND IN 
S.W. AFRICA 


The discovery of extensive nitrate 
deposits in South-West. Africa, © be- 
lieved to be.of considerable import- 
ance, was disclosed to the British As- 
sociation. recently ~ by. Professor 
Smeath Thomas. of the. University of 
‘Cape Town. 

Although careful to adopt a cau- 
tions ‘attitude, he informed . the 
“Cape Argus”. that if the indications 
and deductions proved. justified there 
was no doubt that South-West Africa 
would provide an important economic 
source of supply of a commodity for 
which there was an ever-increasing 
world demand. 

Nitrates, he stated, had been dis- 
covered and traced over an immense 
area, but further investigation : and 
prospecting” were necessary to estab- 
lish’the actual extent:. and. richness 
‘of .the -deposits.-

“Generally South- West Africa beara 
a strong resemblance to the condi- 
tions prevalent in Chili. You have 
an arid country in much the same 
latitude and height above sea level, 
and the physica] and climatic condi- 
tions are alike in many respect. We 
have discovered and traced nitrates 
over an area of at least 10,000 
square miles, The area starts from 
Mariental in the Nerth, and, mov- 
ing fifty miles easbwards towards 
the Kalahari, you come to a place 
called Stampriet in the Auob River 
valley. 

As you go along further you come 
across two more rivers, the Elephant 
These rivers cut 
into .a regular plateau, forming 
channels, and that is ‘where ‘the 
nitrate discoveries have been made. 
The presumption is that the deposits 
really continuous -along © this 
plateau, but that has. yet to be prov~ 
ed: But we. have traced. the - de- 
posits in each of .the river valleys, 
and the nature. of the rock--is con: 
tinuous and-it-is therefore a pretty 
strong assumption that nitrates will 


-also' be found along ‘the whole area 


mentioned, 

“These deposits are of to kinds. 
First you have the deposits in the 
rock of. the cliffs which may he 
termed primary nitrate deposits, and 
which vary in content. from two or 
three up ty twenty per.cent. sodium 
nitrate. Then. there are secondary 


| deposits which are: found at the bot-. 


tom of the cliffs. These secondary 
deposits, vhich. mayor may not .be 
extensive,’ have been found very 
rich, with samples: showing up to. 86 
percent, nitrate. The. tests ao far 
show that'the deposits are very free 

from. iodine ©

wells have been already sunk eapable 
of giving a total supply of 12,000,000 
gallons daily. The railway is fifty 
miles distant, but once the deposits 
are proved to be economically work- 
able the question of transport will 
present no difficulty. 

“Regarding the cost of working it 
is not for me to say, but I think, 
from comparative figures, that if it 
is proved that these extensive de- 
posits contain from 10 per eent. of 
sodium nitrate upwards you can get 
a reasonable margin of profit of 
anything up to £3 or ‘£4 per ton.” 

Replying to questions, Professor 
Smeath ‘Thomas pointed out that the 
deposits found Presika were 
potassium deposits, | and. different from 
those . discovered in’ South-West 
Africa. would. be a second Chile, as 
he wished: simply to. confine hinaself . 
to the actual facts,

Britain The Most 
THE TINY 


1 


Britain is indisputably the most 
overtaxed country in the world. The 
statement that our per capita taxa- 
tion is £15 is presumably based on 
the division of the total tax re- 
a 
method of computation which is 
more misleading than most - aver- 
ged. 

How misleading that caleulation 
is may be gathered from the fact 
that orily 2% per cent., or just over 
half-a million persons,* out-of an 
estimated aggregate of 20 million 
ineomes, pay the whole of the direct 
taxation, amounting to £412,000,- 
000, which is 66%, per cent. of the 
total national expenditure. ~ 

In addition, this tiny minority. of 
just over 1 per cent. of the total 
population pays its share, an un- 
ascertainable amount, of £260,000,- 
000 indirect taxes on commodities. 

The taxation actually paid per 
head of the taxpayers is a figure 
very much higher than £15. : 

An odious and dishonest attempt 
was made by the intellectual So- 
discussions on the

| jealousy by asserting that the taxa- 
‘tion of the wage earners is pro- 


portionately heavier than that of 
the capitalist and professional 
clagses. 

-To préve that the poorer section 
of the community was paying more 
jn 1925-6 than in 1918-9, while the 
richer classes were paying less, Mr. 
Hugh Dalton said that a man with 
£160 a year was paying in’ the 
former year 10.2 per cent. of his 
income and in the latter year 12.7. 
“These figures, which take account 
of both direct and indirect taxation, 
show that the poorer section of the 
community -were in 1925-6 abe a 
larger proportion of their income. z 
than immediately after the war.” 

As the man with £150 a year pays 
no direct taxation. the statement 
ig either ignorant or disingenuous. 

The £2,000 A Year Man 

“If we pass to man with £2,000 
a year,” continued Mr. Dalton, “we 
find he was paying 28.1 per cent. 
he was paying in 
1925-6 only 19.3.” 

As the fact that, the poorer man 
pays no direct taxes was omitted, 
T stop to ask whether the fact that 
the rich man does pay indirect taxes 
was likewise omitted? 

A man with £20,000 a year, who 
immediately after the war was pay- 
ing 52.3 per vent, was in 1925-6 
paying only 48.7. The richer 
section of the community are pay-. 
ing only 48 per cent. of - his in- 
come, but ought to be paying 52 per 
cent.! And according ‘to Mr. 
Dalton the income tax, which the 
poorer section does not pay, ought 
to have been continued at the rate 
of 6s. in the &, the figure necessitat- 
ed in 1918 by actual war, in order 
somehow to equalise the rich man’s 
contribution of half his. income to 
the poor man’s 12 per cent. on what 
he chooses to spend in drink, food, 
smoke and dress! 

Luxury Margin 

Another member of the Socialist 
intelligentsia. of even. greater au- 
thority than Mr, Dalton, evolved an 
argument to show that direct taxa- 
tion was not really too high, be- 
cause the classes who paid it were 
saving or spending (both in So- 
cialist eyes objectionable) as much 
ag they did before the war! Mr. 
Lees-Smith stated that “the better- 
off classes,” contributed income- 
tax, super-tax, and death duties—he 
omitted stamps—about £450,000,- 
000 a year. 

. The interest on the National 
‘Debt and the Sinking Fund amount, 
aecording %o Socialist arithmetic, 
to £300,000,000, but “broadly speak- 
ing, the greater part of the interest 
on the National Debt and the ‘Sink- 
ing Fund comes back to the more 
comfortably off classes of direct 
taxpayers,” which leaves them 2 
nice strplus of £150,000,000, not 
for saving only but for comforis 
and. luxuries.” So that there is 
still a margin for Socialist taxation! 

Mr. Lees-Smith’s 
wrong: the amount of the Con- 
solidated Fund. Services “plus. the 
Sinking Fund is £391 millions, so 
that the margin for savings’ and 
luxuries is reduced to £59 millions. 
But it is an entire «fallacy. to.sup- 
pose that the interest on the Debt

every day in the.year! The mil- 
lionaire can no more help snatching 
the spare cash of his fellows than 
a cat can help snapping up mice. 
Take by your taxes seventy per cent. 
of his income and eighty per cent. 
of his capital at death: he will only 
make more. 

To economically progressive na- 
tions-like England and America the 
millionaire is necessary, and~ his 
power will be increased by the cheap 
share and the small speculator. It 
is not of him that I am. thinking: 
nor of that vast class who escape the 
meshes. of Somerset House, but 
who Mr. Runciman tells us have 
enough horse sense to save against 
arainy day. Iam thinking of that 
huge indeterminate class whose in- 
comes, inherited or acquired, range 
from £500 to £5,000 a year clerks. 
Civil Servants, barristers, jour- 
nalists, doctors, artists. owners of 
land; and those of both sexes who 
live on the interest of investments, 
writes A. A. B. in the “Evening 
Standard.” ‘= 

Reward of Self-Denial 

These are the people who are 
hard put to it to-day, with the ex- 
orbitant wages and prices of food, 
to save themselves and their families 
from sinking to a lower plane of 
life. There is much misery and 
grinding poverty behind the: lace 
curtains of Kensington and 
Bayswater. This is the class 
whom the. Socialists are now 
about to persecute by taxa- 
tion: and whom the  Con- 
servatives dare not. defend.

STEAMSHIP TRUST 


CHAIRMAN REPORTS SUBSTAN- 
TIAL’ CARRY FORWARD 


The 42nd annual general meeting 
of the British Steamship Investment 
Trust, Ltd., was held in London, Sir 
Austin E. Harris, K.B.E. (the chair- 
man), presiding. 

The chairman sail that the total 
income of the Trust for the past 
year amounted to £273,673, less tax, 
an increase of £28,996, and after de- 
ducting Debenture interest and ex- 
penses’ of management £177,722 re- 
mained, against £179,516 last year. 
This slight reduction was largely due 
to the fact that no revenue had yet 
been received from some of the new 
investments made during. the year. 
The investments had been inereased 
by £474,492, and appeared in the 
balance sheet under 15 classifications, 
each of which had a higher market 
value than the balance sheet figure. 
Of the total, 41 pgr cent. was in- 
vested in Bonds and Debenture’ stocks, 
22 per cent. in Preference stocks and 
shares, and 37 per cent. in Ordinary 
shares, whieh ineluded 9 per. cent. in 
shipping. a 

The Trust's interest in shipping 
continued to diminish both in amount 
and percentage. The . investments 
numbered 578, being an increase of 
53 over last yéar, and amounted in 
round figures to. £4,817,000, showing 
an average holding of £8,300. The 
quoted investments amounted to 
£4,147,000, ‘an increase of £454,000, 
and, on their usual yaluation basis 
of the lowest market prices in the 
Stock Exchange Official List, : there 
was a capital appreciation of over 
£511,000. The unquoted investments 
amounted to £370,000, principally in 
shipping securities, and in the aggre- 
gate were considered by the direc- 
tors to have a value in’ exeess of 
that figure. .. The dividends arising 
from these investments yielded a 
higher percentage than that arising 
from the quoted investments of the 
Trust, : 

The dividend on the Deferred stock 
had again been fully earned, and the 
directors had been able to add 
£4,922 to the substantial carry for- 
ward, making it up to £284,701. 

As to the future, in spite of the 
continued disappointing ontlook for 
shipping, and the possibility of dis- 
turbed trade conditions, the directors, 
as far as it was possible to sce, an- 
ticipated no difficulty in maintaining 
the present satisfactory dividend on 
the Deferred: stock. 
au report was unanimously adopt- 
ed.

DEATH OF FAMOUS COUNTRY 
- HOSTESS 


CROWDED LIFE 


Lady Noble, widow of Sir Andrew 
Noble, Bt., chairman of the famous 
armament firm"of ‘Sir W. G. Arm- 
strong, Whitworth, and Co., died 
at Bath on July 23 in her 102nd 
year. 

She was Margery Durham Camp- 
bell,-and was born in Quebec on 
April 6, 1828.

INTERESTING Li LEGAL POINT 
DISCUSSED : 


SUMMONS DISMISSED 

An interesting legal point was 
discussed before Mr. E. W. 
Hamilton, at the Central Magis- 
tracy, yesterday afternoon, in the 
case‘in which the Chinese driver 
of private motor car No. 967 was 
charged with “parking or plae- 
ing” his car in Rumsey-street, 
which -is an unauthorised place. 

Mr. L. R, Andrewes, Assistant 
addressed His 
Worship as follow:— 

“I wish to .withdraw. this sum- 
mons because it was brought 
under regulations 85 of the 
Vehicles and Traffic Regulations. 
which only refers to public 
vehicles. In fact no offence has 
been committed and if the sum- 
mong were brought under any 
other regulation we could not suc- 
ceed. 

“The object of regulation 85 is 
to alot certain specified stands to 
taxis, public hire cars and rie- 
3has, so that while they are wait- 
ing for hire they are not congest- 
ing traffic.” 

Regulation 85 reads: Py ¢ Vehicles 
Except with the permission in writ- 
ing of the Captain Superintendent of 
Police, no vehicle shall use as a stand 
any roul or public place, or part of 
a@ road or public place, other than the 
authorised stands for vehicles of its 
class as set. out in Parts 2,'3, and 
4 of Schedule B of these regulat! ons. 

Object of Regulation 

Mr. Andrewes continued:—“The 
object of regulation 954 which 
relates to private motor - vehicles 
is to allow certain specified stands 
or reservation to such vehicles.” 

Regulation 95A reads: ‘ Private 

motor vehicles: may be left unattend- 
ed in the places set out in Schedule 
A to these regulations, or as the 
Captain Superintendent of Police may 
from time to time direct by notice in 
the “Gazette,” and may use the stands 
set nut in Part 1 of Schedule B, but 
may not use other stands. 
’ Referring te another regulation, 
Mr, Andrewes said: “The 
object of regulation 75 is to prevent 
vehicles from remaining standing in 
busy ‘thoroughfares for a longer 
time than is necessary for enabling 
persons to enter or alight there- 
from.” 

The “busy” thoroughfares are’ 
enumerated in a schedule marked 
“C” from which |Rumsey-street is 
excluded. 

Every Man’s Right 

in his ‘address to the Bench, Mr. 
Davidson said that the chauffeur 
of car No. 967 was waiting for his 


.{employer, who was shopping, and 


prior tc the application by Mr. 
Andrewes, to withdraw the sum- 
mons, he (Mr. Davidson) had in- 
tended to submit to his Worship 
that the car was being used for a 
perfectly legitimate purpose accord- 
ing to every man’s common Jaw 
rights. If Rumsey-street had been 
a street where it was undesirable for 
cars to wait. it could have heen 
included in Schedule C by a stroke 
of the pen, but in fact, Rumsey- 
street was not a congested area: 

Traffic Inspector Nicols told the 
Magistrate that when the audiences 
left the World Cinema, the’ place 
was erowded. He had had repre- 
sentations from the Wing On Com- 
pany and had intimated that he 
had no objection to cars waiting 
there for 15 or 20 minutes, but not 
for a couple of hours.- 

Mr. Davidson said that the ob- 
struction in the case was a matter 
for argument, but it had to be 
remembered that to atop a car in 
the street was a perfectly lawful 
act. Mr..- Andrewes had made 
everything perfectly clear.

“MY REVENGE” 


RICH BARONESS STRANGLED 
IN SERBIA 


WOMAN SUSPECTED. 


The richest woman in Serbia, the 
widowed Baroness Irma Molnar, 
aged 70, has-been found strangled 
with a silk cord in a maize field 
near Boka. A scrap of paper hang- 
ing from the cord bore the Serbian 
words meaning “My revenge.” 

The baroness’s wedding 50 years 
ago to a relative of the Hungarian 
dramatist Molnar is still spoken of 
for its magnificence. Five hundred 
guests were for weeks feasting at 
“the marriage feast at Boka.” 

Since her husband died in 1900 
the baroness has worn cropped hair 
and peasant's garb and tramped 20 
miles daily: She owned 15,000 
acres, 20 houses in Belgrade, and 
accumulated untouched deposits in 
the banks of £100,000. 

During the war she conducted a 
field hospital,- constantly risking 
her Hfe in the front line. 

The body was robbed of valu- 
ables, and reapers heard a shrill 
voice crying, “Don’t touch me, 
Milica.” The police believe that a 
woman, probably wearing man’s 
clothes, is the murderer.

That missed oult cost Jolly £250 in 
cash; a tragic business, perhaps, but 
not af all exceptional, and certainly 
not one on which to base a plea for a 
fundamental alteration of the, Rules 
governing the playing of golf. 
4 Restoring the Balance 

“Let us examine the ease which a 
correspondent ‘in “The Times” attempts 
to make out for enlarging the hols, 
He makes the specious statement that, 
“Even among professiunils there must 
be many who regard pulting as a ne- 
cessary evil, and whe would weleome 
a change which would have the effect 
“of restoring the balance between the 
long and the short game.’ ‘Personally, 
I have never heard a single profession- 
al of repute seriously put forward a 
proposal for an inerease in the size ‘of 
the hole, theugh there is none who 
at one time or another has not had 
cause: for wishing that the hole, -in- 
stead of being the size of a breakfast- 
cup, had been as big asa wash-tub. 

What is meant by “restoring the 
balance between the long and the short 
game” is not quite clear. If it is meant 
that because Mitchell, for example, 


* bludgeons his way in two shots to a |: 


green 530 yards away he ought to be 
allowed to go on bludgeoning his way 
into a hole as big as a soup tureen then 
the case for enlargement collapses. 
The whole essence of golf is that when 
a player reaches the green he ex- 
changes the bludgeon for a weapon of 
rapier-like characteristics, an imple- 
ment requiring delicacy of touch and 
finesse in wielding. 

Because a player can cover 530 
yards in two swipes, it by no means 
follows that when the given is reached 
things should be made casy for him. 
In such cireumstanees a high premium 
would be set'on mere sniting, which, 
however -pleasing to the multitude and 
te the men of brawn, is only a small 
part of the game. To this real golfer 
there is far more art, and a good deal 
More satisfaction, in holing a tricky, 
cury putt, or in laying a putt “stone 
dead” from the edge of the green, than 
in crashing a drive 275 yards. 

The interests of Players 

The sponsor af this scheme goes on 
to say that an alteration in the size 
of the hole should be made in the in- 
terest of .all classes of players who 


play golf for recreation and amuse- | 


ment... Why it should he considered 
that gulf would be a mere amusing 
and more’ pleasurable game if there 
were no more. doubtful’ putts to hole 
i cannot for the life of me make out. 
1 for one wuuld regard the game as so 
perfectly boring.that I would give my 


bag of elubs to the first dustman I -met.., 


Why not, while about it, have a hole 
i foot in diameter, so that none need 
bother tu juitt when within eight or ten 
yards uf the flag. 
come a mere formality instead of a dis- 
tinct. and essentinily ‘an elusive art. 
However, one thing is cortain, that with 
a bigger -hole golf would be speeded up 
the estimated saving of time being 
about twelve minutes per round in an 
ordinary match, eighicen minutes for a 
three-ball match, and nearly half .an 
hour for a fdur-ball match. 

A Mixed Blessing 

This is one of the advantages claimed 
fox the altered. size of the hole, but it 
is rather in the nature of a mixed 
blessing. for with the exception of the 
“specd merchants,” who are constantly 
bellowing “Fore,” and generally mak- 
ing themselves a nuisance, no one wants 
to rush round the course, especially on 
a broiling summer's day. ° Further, 
it is claimed that the larger hole “would 
reward accurate approaching, a good 
shot giving the player a reasonable 
chance of holing -in one putt. But, 
surely, Lhe caanes is not denied him in 
prese + tanees, 

quently asserted,” adds the 


i; author of this project, “that a truly hit 


ball should he holed every time at two, 
yards, but how many putls ‘of this 
length are missed?" Far too many, of 
course, but the reply to this rather 
puerile question is that Hagen and

COMPULSORY AT 65? 


That it should be made compul- 
sory to retire atthe age of sixty- 
five was pressed by Mr. Lewis C. 
Ord, Vice-Chairman 
William Beardmore and Company, 
itd., of Glasgow, when speaking at 
the week-end conference on co- 
partnership {In industry, at Somer- 
ville College, Oxford, on July 20, 
under the auspices of the Indust:a} 
Co-partnership Association. 

The conference again sat in decx 
chairs under the shade of the trees 
in the grounds. ~ : 

“Tt is a, fact,” said Mr. Ord, “that 
when a man who has been all hia 
life in one steady: occupation sud- 
denly retires and drops out of 
everything, he often just fades out 
and dies as a result of losing all 
interest in life. TRE 

This is especially the case with 
men in outdoor occupations. It is 
essential therefore, to.work up any 
and every outside occupation in life 
for these men so that they will] have 
something té live for and occupy 
their minds when they retire. 

“I am in favour of compulsory re- 
tiring at the age of sixty-five, that 
is before they become too old to 
work up other interests.” 

Mr. Ord gave as an illustration 
the case of twelve engine drivers 


‘}employed by the Canadian Pacific 


Railway whe retired at’ about the 
age of seventy. Eleven of these 
men died within the first year of 
Since then the 
authorities hid been careful to re- 
tire the men earlier. 

Mr. T, Maleolm Stewart, Chair- 
man of the Associated Portland 
Cement ' Manufactories, Lid., who 
presided at the morning ‘session, 
said that wonderful results , could 
be obtained from employees if they 
were treated in the-right spirit. 
“Confidence,” he said, “begets con- 
fidence.”
